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False Promises Of Employment On The 
Central Valley Project 


here is cruel disregard of truth 
in the promises of jobs for the, un- | 
employed which the proponents of 
the Central Valley Project are!

“25,000 Jobs for California Work- 
ers.” 

Experience discounts these guesses 
heavily, both as to the number of 
men who can be employed in any 
given period and the gross amount 
of labor the enterprise will provide. 

Boulder Dam is a comparable 
Project in cost, $165,000,00@, only 
five million less than the Central 
Valley Project. The average num- 
ber of employees from March 1931 
to September 1933, was 2,764 and 
the largest number of men ever 
employed was 4,165 on January 5, 
1933. a LR 

The San Francisco-Oakland Bay 
Bridge calls for the expenditure of 
$62,000,000. On November 6th of 
this year Chief Engineer Purcell re- 
ported 1800 men at work, with about 
1,600 men engaged in steel mills 
fabricating materials. On October 
26th the general manager of the 
Golden Gate Bridge announced 
the total number of men employed 
was 300. 

Estimates used by the proponents 
of the Central Valley Project are 
greatly overdrawn, especially with 
respect to the number of workers 
who may be employed during the 
first three years. Great projects 
like these move slowly. Construct- 
ion of Boulder Dam was authoriz- 
ed December 21, 1928 yet a year 
and seven months elapsed before 
the first preliminary construction 
work was started and two years be- 
fore the principal contract was 
awarded. 

With such a diversified project as 
the Central Valley Plan long de- 
lays for legal and engineering pre- 
liminaries may surely be expected. 

Also, the amount of mass labor 
available for California unemployed 
would be sharply curtailed by the 
character of the project. Dam con- 
struction involves the employment 
of machinery rather than of men. 
The workers are to a large extent 
skilled men who follow their trades 
from one biz job to another, all 
over the United States. 

A tabulation of the probable la- 
bor required for the Central Valley 
Project, based upon the records of 
completed projects of comparable 
size shows that in six years the 
average number of men employed 
would he only 4600. Qnly 900 would 
find work in the first year and only 
2,100 in the second year, instead of 
the 8,800 estimated by the State au- 
thorities.
